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Parents 
angry as 
schools 
are shut 

PARENTS condemned as 
‘mad’ the teachers’ strike 
that saw at least 39 Dudley 
schools closed and more 
than 20 others only partly 
open. 

Union members organ¬ 
ised picket lines and rallies 
on Tuesday to express their 
anger at pay, pensions and 
working conditions. 

But as nearly 40 gathered 
to protest under Stour¬ 
bridge town clock, some 
passing parents expressed 
their anger at being left to 
make alternative childcare 
arrangements for the day. 

Butcher Stuart Walton, of 
Amblecote, whose 13-year- 
old triplets Joseph, Daniel 
and Victoria go to Stour¬ 
bridge’s Redhill School, 
said: “It’s a disgrace. 

“My wife’s a pharmacist 
and couldn’t just take time 
off so I have had to take the 
day off. I’ve no sympathy 
with the teachers.” 

A local mother, who did 
not wish to be named, said: 
“My sister’s a teacher and 
I’m behind her - but I think 
it’s unfair on us parents that 
they’ve gone on strike.” 

Martin Lynch, secretary 
of the Dudley branch of the 
NUT, said he believed that 
more than 1,300 of his 
members in the borough had 
joined the strike. 

One, Oz Bennett, aged 38, 
who teaches design and 
technology and ICT at Sum- 
merhill School, Kings win- 
ford, said: “However hard 
we work, it’s never enough - 
they ar putting the squeeze 
on us.”

Thug jailed for beating up man in street 



Daniel Rust - targeted victim 


A THUG has been jailed for five-and-a-half years 
for a brutal street attack on a Stourbridge man 
delivering catalogues to homes. 

The 57-year-old victim was knocked uncon¬ 
scious and suffered serious injuries when he was 
punched and kicked during the dawn attack. 

Attacker Daniel Rust was told he was a ‘real 
and increasing danger to the public’ when he was 
jailed at Wolverhampton Crown Court. He was 
also sentenced for an earlier assault on three 
people in Telford after a night out. The attack in 
Stourbridge took place at 6.30am on February 16. 

The victim - an accountant - was delivering 
Betterware catalogues and walking along Lion 
Passage near the town centre when 22-year-old 


Rust walked over and demanded money from 
him. Ms Sally Cairns, prosecuting, told the court 
on Thursday: “The man was targeted by the 
defendant who beat him up.” The man was 
punched repeatedly until he lost consciousness 
and then kicked while he lay on the ground. 

He suffered several injuries, including bruising 
to his eye and jaw, a chipped tooth and a damaged 
eye socket. At the time Rust was out of prison on 
licence, having been given a three-year sentence 
in 2011 for burglary and theft. He was also on bail 
for an incident in Telford from December 2012 
where three people were injured in a group 
assault. They were trying to get a taxi home fol¬ 
lowing a birthday celebration when Rust became 


confrontational. He was later arrested after one 
of the victims’s identified him on Facebook. 

The court was told Rust, of no fixed address 
and who pleaded guilty to assault with intent to 
rob, assault occasioning actual bodily harm and 
two counts of common assault, was ‘horrified’ by 
his actions. Mr Paul Smith, defending, said: “He 
does understand the distress he has caused. In 
both offences he was severely under the influence 
of alcohol.” 

Recorder Barry Berlin showed Rust a photo¬ 
graph of the injured man’s face as he sentenced 
him to five and a half years. He told him: “You are 
not just a nuisance - you are a real and increasing 
danger to the public.” 


RAIL STATIONS WILL 
GET £8.5m BOOST 


MORE than £10 million to be ploughed 
into improvements at rail stations 
across the West Midlands over the 
next two years, including work at 
Stourbridge Junction and Rowley 


Regis stations. 

Train firm London 
Midland and transport 
authority Centro have 
struck a new deal. It will see 
more CCTV cameras put in 
at stations, park and ride 
services improved, better 
ticket machines and a pilot 
smart-ticketing service 
introduced. 

A total of £8.5m will be 
spent on improving park and 
ride at six stations including 
Rowley Regis and Stour¬ 
bridge Junction. . 

Work on expanding the 
service at Rowley Regis will 
begin later this year as part 
of a £3m investment. 

A further £lm will be 
invested by London Midland 
on station improvements 
across the region, including 
extended CCTV coverage. 

The deal is an extension to 
a partnership agreement 
which was signed in Septem¬ 
ber 2011.

said: “We are committed to 
improving services for our 
passengers and this agree¬ 
ment between London 
Midland and Centro demon¬ 
strates a shared aspiration 
to improve public transport 
across the West Midlands 
region.” 

Councillor Roger Horton, 
Centro lead member for rail, 
said: “Rail travel is increas¬ 
ing- since 2001 it has almost 
doubled. 

“This agreement under¬ 
pins an already very success¬ 
ful working relationship 
between Centro and London 
Midland.” 

Councillor John McNi- 
cholas, chairman of Centro, 
said: “We are delighted to be 
signing a new agreement 
that will see us work 
together to continue to 
create a more user friendly, 
accessible railway.”

“The inside of the build¬ 
ing will be totally stripped 
and new plasterwork and 
flooring being put in place,” 
he said.

HS2 'will affect other train services' 


HIGH-SPEED rail will lead to slow¬ 
er journeys and fewer trains for pas¬ 
sengers from Sandwell and Dudley 
rail station, a report has warned. 

The £50 billion HS2 would have a 
serious impact on services connect¬ 
ing the station in Oldbury, used by 
people in Dudley, with London, the 
research shows. 

HS2 will take away existing fast 
trains which provide direct connec¬ 
tions to London Euston because 


long distance services will be trans¬ 
ferred to the HS2 line. 

The Taxpayer’s Alliance (TPA) is 
calling for the project to be scrapped 
because of the spiralling costs and 
the detrimental effect it believes 
there will be on West Midlands 
travel. 

It said Centro, the West Midlands 
passenger transport authority, is 
arguing for numerous additional 
services to maximise the benefits of 


HS2. The TPA said: “These services 
would require significant subsidy.” 
It claimed that journey time from 
Wolverhampton and Sandwell and 
Dudley stations would be longer as a 
result of more stops. 

Chief executive of the TPA 
Matthew Sinclair said: “The Gov¬ 
ernment’s own plans show how 
many towns and cities would be left 
with a worse service.” 

A Department of Transport 


spokesman said the report was 
‘blatant scaremongering’. And a 
survey by the Birmingham 
Chamber of Commerce Group said 
71 per cent of its members believe 
high speed rail will have a postive 
impact in the West Midlands. 

Official documents show HS2 will 
provide 26 more services a day 
between Wolverhampton and 
London Euston, but slower than the 
existing Virgin Pendolinos. 


Boyfriend stabbed his 
partner in her stomach 


A MAN who stabbed his girlfriend in the 
stomach with a knife has escaped an imme¬ 
diate jail sentence after a judge heard he had 
been forgiven by his partner, who wants a 
future with him. 


Emma Horton suffered serious injuries when she 
was stabbed by 22-year-old boyfriend Nathan Glover. 
The knife went four-and-a-half inches into her bowel 
and she required significant medical attention to 


At a hearing at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last 
week, Glover admitted stab¬ 
bing her outside a friend’s 
house in Sedgley. As a basis 
for a guilty plea for unlawful 
wounding, he claimed the 
stabbing was unintentional. 

He said the incident hap¬ 
pened while he turned to 
speak to her. He had the 
knife in his hand to open the 
front gate as they were 
leaving the house in Rowan 
Close, Sedgley, on June 15. 

She cried throughout the 
hearing before celebrating 
when Recorder Jonathan 
Edwards spared Glover an 
immediate prison sentence.

Gardens, Sedgley, admitted 
unlawful wounding after 
pleading not guilty to 
wounding with intent. 

Mr Stephen Cadwallader, 
defending, said: “This was 
an isolated incident without 
any intention whatsoever. ”

Conman jailed over fake bike ride for charity 


A PROLIFIC conman who convinced people to 
sign sponsorship forms for a fake charity bike 
ride for Cancer Research has been jailed for 16 
months. 

David Armson had 81 convictions for fraud and 
deception going back to 2004, before he appeared 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Mr Paul Reid, prosecuting, said the 24-year-old 
was spotted by an off-duty police officer on Bridg¬ 
north Road, Stourbridge, on April 29, visiting 
shops asking for sponsorship. The court heard 
the officer ‘was aware of his past’. 

On this occasion, Armson, of Greenwood 
Avenue, Rowley Regis, was ‘adamant’ his name 
was Adam David Timmins and even produced a 
photo card driving licence. 

He told the officer he was collecting for a 


Cancer Research bike ride he was going to do. 
Police however sent a fingerprint scanner out to 
the location. Mr Reid said inquiries revealed six 
businesses had donated around £15 before 
Armson’s arrest and he was found with £42 cash. 

Mr Reid said: “He initially said he had not col¬ 
lected any money that day but said he would be 
coming back to collect. The sponsorship forms 
also contained fictitious details which the Crown 
says was to encourage more donations. 

“People had donated money in good faith 
believing they were giving money to Cancer 
Research.” 

The court was told Armson gave no comment 
in police interview. Mr Reid also said the defen¬ 
dant was subject to a suspended 16-week prison 
sentence for a similar ruse, imposed in October 


last year, when he tried his latest scam. The court 
was told that Armson pleaded guilty at Dudley 
Magistrates Court on July 29 of six counts of 
making a false representation to make a gain for 
himself, another charge of possessing or control¬ 
ling an identity document with intent, and pos¬ 
sessing an article for use in a fraud. 

Mr Ecky Tiwana, defending, claimed there had 
been a ‘sea change’ in his client’s attitude after he 
had been a chronic drug addict, starting smoking 
cannabis aged 12, and later moving onto heroin. 

But Judge Walsh decided he did not deserve 
another chance from the courts, and activated 
the previous 16-week suspended sentence, as well 
as adding a further 12-month sentence for the 
latest fraud. Armson was also ordered to pay a 
£100 statutory surcharge.

A MAN from Stourbridge has admitted 
causing the death of his girlfriend in a road 
crash. Thomas Whitehouse was driving a 
Vauxhall Astra when he hit a tree on the A449 
in Cookley in December last year. 

His 26-year-old girlfriend Samantha Jennings, who 
was sat in the front passenger seat, died in the crash. 

At an inquest into the 
mother’s death earlier this 
year, Mr Whitehouse said he 
could not remember the 
crash or the evening. 

But appearing at Worces¬ 
ter Crown Court, White- 
house, aged 23, of Burns 
Close, pleaded guilty to 
causing her death by care¬ 
less driving. He also admit¬ 
ted to possessing cannabis. 

A test following the fatal 
crash found no alcohol in 
Whitehouse’s blood, but 
cannabis was detected, 
although it was unknown 
how much was taken. 

Reasonable 

The pair had driven back 
from Birmingham and had 
picked up two people, incl¬ 
uding friend Leander Mock, 
who was sat in the back seat 
when the vehicle crashed. 

At the inquest at Worces¬ 
tershire Coroners Court in 
April, Mr Mock said: “I only 
saw Tom (Whitehouse) have 
one drink all evening and we 
were going at a reasonable 
speed not going above the 
limit.” He said he had felt ‘a 
bump’ before the car started 
to skid and it felt like the 
rear tyres had left the road. 

The inquest also heard 
that none of the car passen¬ 
gers were wearing seatbelts 
at the time of the crash. 

Miss Jennings, who is 
from Aldridge Close in 
Wordsley, died at the crash 
scene near the Island Pool 
pub, on December 8. She had

two boys aged eight and nine 
and worked as a care assis¬ 
tant, looking after adults 
with disabilities. 

She was a former pupil of 
the Glynne Primary School 
and Summerhill School in 
Kingswinford. 

In a tribute following her 
death, her family said: “Sam 
was a caring person, an ang¬ 
el. Sam was vivacious, a par¬ 
ty girl, who lived life to the 
full. She had the world at her 
feet, and was so happy.” 

Days following her death, 
her family suffered a second 
blow when thieves ran¬ 
sacked the home of her 83- 
year-old grandmother 
Kingswinford. Whitehouse 
will be sentenced at Worc¬ 
ester Crown Court ( 
November 29. 


Graffiti art 
skills wall 
unlikely to 
be rebuilt 

A GRAFFITI wall knocked 
down by vandals at a park is 
unlikely to be rebuilt amid 
fears it would be targeted 
again. 

The wall was built as a 
place for graffiti artists to 
practice their skills as part of 
improvements to King 
George V Park, in Wordsley. 

But just hours after being 
put up by students from 
Dudley College, the wall was 
torn down by yobs. 

Members of the Friends of 
Wordsley Park had worked 
hard to provide the wall for 
youngsters using the park. 

Following the destruction 
during the early hours of 
Friday September 20, they 
said other options were now 
being considered for the 
scheme. 

And while a final decision 
has yet to be made members 
said it was unlikely they 
would rebuild the wall. 

Another option being con¬ 
sidered is fitting a metal 
sheet to fencing around an 
existing multi-use games 
area at the park which 
youngsters could graffiti. 

Ward councillor Derrick 
Hemingsley said it was a 
‘shame’ the original plan 
was now likely to be aban¬ 
doned. 

“A lot of people wanted 
this wall to be built and had 
been involved in securing 
the materials and construct¬ 
ing it,” he said. “The wall 
has been attacked once and 
is likely to be so again if we 
carry on.” 

Firm in scrap

A BRIERLEY Hill recycling 
business has seen growing 
demand for its free legal 
scrap metal collection serv¬ 
ice since its launch in the 
summer.

After the company’s envi¬ 
ronmental and health and 
safety policies were appr¬ 
oved its domestic collection 
team was able to start visit¬ 
ing Dudley Borough resi¬ 
dents who were referred 
from the council’s website. 

Managing director And¬ 
rew Jones said it had been so 
popular that a daily collec¬ 
tion diary covering specific 
local areas was now in place.

A GRADE II listed Georgian- 
style house standing in the 
shadow of Dudley Castle has 
gone on the market for around 
£450,000. 

King Charles House, which was 
once part of the Association of 
Conservative Clubs, is seen by 
thousands driving through the 
town each year visiting the castle 
and zoo. 

In recent years it has been the 
headquarters for a business man¬ 
agement firm and a conferencing 
centre used by Dudley Council. 

But now the property, which 


stands at the top of Castle Hill, 
near St Edmund Church, known 
locally as Bottom Church, is going 
up for sale. Estate agency Bond 
Wolfe is managing the sale of the 
three-storey building and officials 
said it has had a varied history 
through the decades. 

Benefit 

Spokesman Paul Bassi said: 
“The building is hugely impres¬ 
sive, and is something of a local 
landmark. It is an iconic building 
of great local architectural and 
historical interest. 

“The property would benefit 


from modernisation throughout 
but offers a great deal of potential 
due to its unique characteristics 
and location. 

The Castle Hill area is presently 
undergoing a £10m revamp to link 
attractions such as the zoo and 
Black Country Living Museum 
and boost annual visitor numbers 
towards one million. 

It is believed King Charles 
House was once a manor house 
and still retains many fixtures and 
fittings. These include the cellar 
which has the original meat hooks 
and slate shelves that were used to 
store meat and cheese.

Nothing left for appeal on 
Luke's conviction - family 



THEY remortgaged their home 
twice, have taken out a bank loan 
and are paying off up to four 
credit cards - but the family of a 
man convicted of killing his girl¬ 
friend are yet to raise a penny 
towards an appeal hearing to 
clear his name. 

Luke Walker was convicted of causing the 
death of his girlfriend Chelsea Hyndman 
while on holiday in Crete by a Greek court 
following a two-day trial earlier this year. 

The 24-year-old has always protested his 
innocence and his family has backed him in 
his battle, which has proved costly in legal 
bills. 

After his conviction Luke’s grandmother 
gave her life savings towards a £8,522 bail 
surety to bring him home after he appealed, 
which resulted in an eight-year prison sen¬ 
tence being suspended. 

But today, the family from Brierley Hill 
are yet to begin saving for the appeal 
hearing next year - instead they are still 
paying off debts accumulated from the 
initial trial. 

A £17,000 solicitor’s bill is yet to be paid 
from the trial and they are still paying off 
thousands of pounds in credit cards and 
loans. 

Credit 

Luke’s older brother Ryan, aged 31, said: 
“We are in a nightmare - it’s almost like we 
are beyond help right now. 

“We want to save but we are so stretched 
at the moment by paying off the last trial 
and solicitors bills that we can’t yet start 
putting money toward the next hearing yet. 

“We’re paying off three to four credit 
cards, a couple of mortgages and a loan - I 
think it is about £50,000 worth in total. 

“We think the next trial is going to cost 
another £20,000 to £30,000 as we have to fly 
everyone out there, the witness and medical 
people - we have to pay for the whole lot. 

“But we have to do it, we have to clear 
Luke’s name. We have thought about what 
if we can’t, of course, but we must believe. 
We’re praying we win the lottery, or any¬ 
thing.” 

Ryan has moved out of his parents house 


in Gayfield Avenue, Withymoor, ahead of his 
parents Patrick and Lindy selling the family 
home to rent another property in the area. 

He said: “We wanted the best possible 
defence, but it has cost us and now we are 
paying for it, plus we have to start all over 
again now. We’ve ended up losing every¬ 
thing, it’s been a really difficult few years for 
everyone connected.” 

Ryan works alongside his father Patrick, 
runs Walker’s Electrics in Brierley Hill. 

“We hope the equity from the house will 


pay off the debts and leave us a bit of money 
for going back over there,” said Patrick. 

“We have to find somewhere to rent, it is 
sad, because everything we have done for 
our lives has gone. But at the end of the day 
it’s our son and we will do everything for 
him to prove his innocence. ” 

The jury at the Mixed Criminal Court of 
Heraklion heard how Chelsea, from Castle- 
ford in West Yorkshire, had died after she 
was taken to hospital with abdominal pains. 
Chelsea, who lived with Luke on the island, 


was pronounced dead on May 17 2010 from 
acute peritonitis, having suffered deterio¬ 
rating health for a fewdays. 

Greek prosecutors claimed she was 
beaten by Luke - but Luke said the injuries 
came from when she fell on a cobbled street 
during a night out 10 days before she died. 

Luke was initially charged with murder¬ 
ing Chelsea, but this was downgraded to a 
lesser charge of grievous bodily harm 
leading to death. The appeal is expected to 
take place at the end of May next year.

Former PoW tells of 



True survivor - war eteran and former Prisoner of War Kenneth Hill, aged 92 


LOUISE JEW speaks to a true 
survivor, Ken Hill, who spent 
three-and-a-half years in captiv¬ 
ity at the hands of the Japanese 
during the Second World War 

TO THE Japanese, Ken Hill was 
just a number - 7601985 - forced 
to slave day after day on the 
infamous Burma railway, kept 
barely alive by stomach-churn¬ 
ing rations of rice, with beetles 
and maggots as the only 
protein. 

Amazingly, while thousands of his 
comrades fell victim to die from 
exhaustion or cholera, Netherton- 
born Ken is a true survivor who has 
made old bones, despite three-and-a- 
half years in captivity that reduced 
him to a near-skeleton. 

He’s now 92, with very poor sight, 
having also fought through three serious 
operations for ulcers and stomach cancer - 
possibly caused by his appalling abuse 
under the brutal Japanese thumb. 

More than 70 years after he was cap¬ 
tured, he still carries around his PoW 
number tag, light as a feather, in his back 
pocket. 

It is not that he has dwelled upon his 
harrowing ordeal during the Second 
World War - he’s had a 66-year-long mar¬ 
riage to wife, Brenda, raised two sons, lov¬ 
ingly tended his canalside garden in High 
Street, Swindon, near Dudley, and enjoyed 
a long career as an electrician. 

It is only over the last few years that the 
great grandfather has opened up to family 
and friends about his horrific experiences 
and, following this month’s 68th anniver¬ 
sary of Victory over Japan (VJ) Day, he has 
spoken more freely. 

He’s never asked for any help. 

Some years ago he was turned down for 
a war pension but he is now getting 
support from Blind Veterans UK, which 
he joined last October and which has 
arranged an alarm button for him to carry 


around his neck, a speaking alarm clock 
and breaks for him and Brenda at 
seaside hotels around England and 
Wales. 

Ken joined the Territorial Army 
Field Workshop in June 1939, aged just 
18, and at the end of 1941 he and his 
unit sailed to Singapore, where they set 
up a workshop to maintain guns. 

In February 1942 the forces in Singa¬ 
pore surrendered to the Japanese after 
a siege, as soldiers scavenged in the 
streets in search of food and water. 

They didn’t given in with a 
whimper - and Ken recalls how, when 
General Arthur Percival surrendered, 
he and his colleagues took up their 
instructions to smash the machines in 
the workshop, scupper a large crane, 


drive lorries into a canal and burn their 
rifles to stop the Japanese getting their 
hands on them. 

The corporal mechanic was impris¬ 
oned in the notorious Changi jail, near 
Singapore, where he briefly caught 
sight of his older brother, Staff Sgt 
Geoff Hill, who was also a PoW and sur¬ 
vived his own hell in a prison camp in 
Borneo. 

Ken said: “The Japanese showed us a 
shelf with five severed heads on it. They 
told us that it is what happens to 
looters.” 

Then followed a 250-mile march for 
Ken and his comrades through the 
jungle to the Burma border, where they 
started their slog to build the railway. 

Ken faced many dangers in captiv¬ 


ity - cholera, the threat of torture if he did 
not behave and even the fear of execu¬ 
tion. 

He said: “The brutality of the Japanese 
guards is well known and they would use 
the dreaded ‘speedo’ - a bamboo stick 
that they would hit people with as they 
yelled ‘speedo, speedo,’ to make them 
work faster. 

“There were 7,000 of us to start with - 
but in the first six months 4,000 died and 
I don’t think any more than 1,000 sur¬ 
vived the war. I was lucky as I was young 
and fit. I remained healthy and that gen¬ 
erally kept me safe.” 

It was the news of the atomic bomb 
attacks on Nagasaki and Hiroshima in 
August 1945 that brought about the end 
of the war in the Far East and secured the 
release of Ken and his comrades. 

“That bomb saved our lives,” he said. 

Ken added: “At last it was time to 
return home and we boarded a boat for 
Southampton. 

“Our first meal on board was rice. 
There was almost a riot but the captain 
explained that doctors said as we’d eaten 
rice for three-and-a-half years our stom¬ 
achs wouldn’t initially be able to take rich 
foods. They gradually built us up to eat 
properly - and I haven’t been able to eat 
rice since.” 

It was only after he returned he 
realised the untold anguish his parents, 
Ernie and Elsie had been through. They 
had barely received notice that Ken and 
his brother Geoff were prisoners of the 
Japanese. 

Now Ken marks VJ Day, as he has done 
every year, by thinking of everyone he 
knew during that awful time. 

“I keep the steel plate with my name, 
rank and number in my back pocket to 
remind me. I do it for everyone I knew 
and for the thousands of men and women 
who lost their lives,” he said. 

Blind Veterans UK launched a ‘No One 
Alone’ campaign in October 2012 and 
wants vision-impaired veterans and their 
families to know that, if they have served 
their country, no matter in which conflict, 
they can g;et help, including training,

Memories of school 
days followed article 

by Carl Chinn 


THE RECENT article about the 
early life in Dudley of Duncan 
Edwards has prompted Des 
Stokes to write in - as he knew 
the father of the acclaimed foot¬ 
baller ‘who like myself used the 
Dudley Labour Club in Stafford 
Street’. 

Des himself was born and raised 
in Dudley and shares with us his 
memories of his schooldays. 

He points out that: “It is usually only in 
later years that our schooldays are looked 
back upon as the ‘best years of our lives’. We 
rarely recall those days at school when we 
fervently wished we hadn’t got to attend, 
and our thoughts were only on the next 
school holiday. 

“Apart from a short time at Kates Hill 
Infants, (which in those days was known 
locally as ‘the Board School’), my school¬ 
days were spent at the Baylies Charity 
School. 

“It was many years before I discovered 
that ‘Board School’ did not imply that Kates 
Hill formerly took in boarders or had been 
constructed of timber, but was instituted by 
a body named the Board of Education prior 
to being under the jurisdiction of the Local 
Education Authority. 

“It was this later authority which decreed 
the family had to be rehoused from ‘The 
Huts’. These were properly named munici¬ 
pal dwellings and originally were built for 
workers at the National Munitions Works 
during the 1914-18 War. We moved to the 
Watson’s Green area, and it was not possible 
for my further education to follow the same 
path as my brothers (I was the youngest of 
five). ‘You must understand, Madam, that 
you no longer dwell in the catchment area of 


Baylies Charity School’ was the view of the 
LEA. 

“This view was not shared by my mother 
who offered the ultimatum ‘If you can find 
me a school with better teachers and a 
better headmaster than Mr Perry, then me 
youngest might go there, otherwise he goes 
where ’is brothers ’ave gone’. 

“Very few people won an argument with 
my mother (a sentiment with which I’m 
sure my late father would have agreed) so 
circa spring 1931 I was having my first 
lesson in the front playground of the school 
in Tower Street. 

Numerals 

“The first lesson always took place in the 
playground. ‘Learn about the school’ said 
Mr Perry. ‘Look at those two stone statues 
of boys who came here before you and look 
at that row of letters reading MDCCXXII. 
Yes! They are called Roman numerals and 
they show that this school has been here 
since the year 1732. 

“Now, about those two boys, they are 


wearing the school uniform of those days, 
when the school became known as the 
Round Cap and Long Coat School, notice 
that one boy is wearing his cap, the other 
has his cap in his hand. 

“Just over there is the Church of St 
Edmund’s, with its striking clock. Now! 
Every time those boys hear that clock strike 
midnight they change the positions of their 
caps - one puts it on, the other takes his off. 

“Having carefully checked the positions 
of the caps before entering school during the 
next few days, I suggested to my elder 
brother, who was in a higher class, that even 
a headmaster could be guilty of telling fibs. 
‘Of course he isn’t’ was the reply. ‘The only 
reason they haven’t changed their caps is 
that they haven’t heard the clock strike ever 
since they’ve been stuck up there’. 

“As was the case of all newcomers, I was 
duly assigned to Miss Davies’s class. How 
Miss Davies came to be connected to this 
otherwise all-male establishment was never 
made clear. 

“Some of the boys said it was because she 
was even older than the school, but she con¬ 
tinued to be 25 per cent of the teaching staff 
until she eventually retired in the mid-30s. 


“A male teacher with the appropriate 
name of Mr Newcombe was appointed to 
restore the staff to its full establishment of 
four teachers, Mr Lee and Mr Harvey (who 
was generally recognised, if perhaps not offi¬ 
cially appointed, as deputy head) being the 
other long-serving incumbents. 

“No-one who dared to compile a staffing 
list of the school would be brave enough to 
omit the name of the formidable Mr 
Hampton, the school caretaker who lived in 
one of the small terraced houses in Tower 
Street. 

“His responsibilities appeared to com¬ 
prise mainly of maintaining the strict disci¬ 
pline required from all pupils, in addition to 
dealing with the many problems associated 
with the ancient coke-fired boiler. 

“I left school aged 14 in 1937 when it was 
still very much the same as when I first 
joined it. Mr Perry was still headmaster 
(although headteacher would be a more 
accurate description, as headmasters were 
then expected to actually do some teaching). 

“I believe he served his first few years as 
the headmaster of Wolverhampton Street 
School, but found some time in the early war 
years to run a Baylies’ Old Boys Club.”

Historic works site on sale 


AN INDUSTRIAL site in Stour¬ 
bridge that dates back 120 
years is being sold for rede¬ 
velopment.

mercial partner Rob Champion. Old 
Wharf Road is off the A491 Stour¬ 


bridge to Kingswinford Road known as 
High Street. 

The property comprises two land 
parcels to the north and south of Old 
Wharf Road. 

Workshop 

To the north is a collection of indus¬ 
trial and manufacturing buildings 
with associated offices, which was orig¬ 
inally the headquarters of engineering 
firm Jones & Attwood. To the south, 
open car parking land and a disused 
weighbridge front the canal. 

A further 1.35 acres comprising a 
single-storey 11,423 sq ft industrial 
workshop is also available. There are 
two small yards at either end of the 
building and an area of open storage 


land between the building and the 
canal. Mr Champion said: “Titan 
Works is no longer suitable for longer 
term industrial and manufacturing 
uses and the opportunity therefore 
exists for alternative uses to be 
explored, subject to planning. The site 
lies within an area identified for poten¬ 
tial housing development.” 

Jones & Attwood opened the works 
in 1893 and added an iron foundry 
three years later and a second one in 
1920. The company originally made 
gratings and pipe fittings and later 
moved into heating systems and 
sewage equipment. In the First World 
War its made water pumps that were 
used in the trenches.

Residential home 
threatened with 
closure to be sold 

A RESIDENTIAL care home in Kingswinford threatened with closure 
will be sold after councillors revealed they cannot afford its running 
costs or £750,000 of renovations. Campaigners who have fought for 
two years to save New Bradley Hall said they had hoped it would stay 
under council control. 

Dudley Council’s adult services boss, 

Councillor Dave Branwood, said inviting 
tenders from not-for-profit organisations or 
social enterprise groups was the only way 
forward. 

He claimed the decision removed the 
‘uncertainty’ for residents and staff by guar¬ 
anteeing a future for the home. Around 40 
staff work there and the council said perma¬ 
nent jobs would be protected when they are 
transferred to the new operator. 

Twenty elderly residents live at New 
Bradley Hall with some beds for respite 
patients. But it will be sold for use as a long¬ 
term residential home. 

The council refused to reveal the price it 
would be marketed for, saying it would be 
‘commercially sensitive’. 

But Councillor Branwood vowed not to 
sell to a private firm which could close it and 
redevelop the site and said legal covenants 
would be inserted to ensure it stays as a res¬ 
idential home. 

He said the council had listened to more 
than 5,000 people who had signed a petition 
demanding it stay open. 

“The people living and working at New

Bradley Hall are at the heart of these pro¬ 
posals,” he said. “They have lived under the 
cloud of uncertainty for too long.” 

Campaign leader Mac Scott said they had 
wanted the home to stay under council 
control. 

“It is a quick fix and a quick way to resolve 
their responsibilities when in fact they are 
still selling off the home,” he said. 

“Despite saying they would consult with 
us we were only invited to one meeting and 
today they have turned around after telling 
us nothing for months and said: ‘here you go 
take it or leave it’.” 


Addict stole to 
pay for heroin 


A ‘COWARDLY’ drug addict who stole bikes 
from two young boys to feed his heroin habit 
has been locked up for 22 months. 

Scott Harris struck twice in less than two weeks targeting 
children aged 11 and 15, Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told. Then the 28-year-old sold the machines for a pittance 
which was then squandered on drugs, said Mr Neil Ahuja, 


prosecuting. 

Harris wrestled a £300 
cycle from the horrified 11- 
year-old after starting to 
talk to the innocent victim 
who was playing at a BMX 
jump park in the Black 
Horse recreation ground off 
Cradley Road, Netherton on 
August 10, the court heard. 

Mr Ahuja added: “The 
defendant was speaking to 
the young boy and then 
forcibly snatched the bike 
from the grasp of the child 
and quickly drove away.” 

Spotted 

The bike was sold for £20 
and has never been recov¬ 
ered. 

Harris, who was on bail 
following his arrest for a 
similar offence committed 
less than two weeks earlier, 
was detained again three 
days later. 

He had taken the bike of a 
15-year-old boy that he

He was jailed by Recorder 
Martin Butterworth who 
told him: “You targeted 
young children thinking 
that stealing from them was 
a simple and easy way to feed 
your drug habit. 

“You seemed to believe 
you could do this with 
impunity.”

Firm bosses lied about 
nationality of workers

ILLEGAL workers were taken on 
by a firm which then lied about 
their nationality and supplied 
them to a vegetable farm in The 
Cotswolds. 

Foxwell Ltd, based in Lye, illegally 
employed Romanian workers and supplied 
them to the farm, passing them off as Hun¬ 
garian to avoid legal questions. 

The firm has now been banned from 
supplying workers to a number of indus¬ 
tries - including agriculture, horticulture 
and shellfish - after an investigation 
revealed ‘persistent and systematic’ 
breaches of its licence. The firm, in High 
Street, has now been stripped of its gang- 
masters licence following an investigation 
by the Gangmasters Licensing Authority. 

Investigation 

The agency, which serves agricultural 
workers and food pickers, was set up in the 
wake of the Morecambe Bay tragedy in 
2004, when 21 cockle pickers were drow¬ 
ned by an incoming tide. 

An investigation revealed Foxwell Ltd 
was found to have breached at least 11 dif¬ 
ferent licensing standards in supplying 
workers to a vegetable farm in Chipping 
Camden, Gloucestershire. It also showed 
there were inadequate records of hours 
worked for calculating worker wages and 
not allowing a worker paid leave to attend 
ante-natal appointments. 

There was also no record of complaints 
or any formal procedure in place to handle 
them, while there was a failure to provide 
adequate toilet and first-aid facilities for 
field workers. An inspection report con¬ 
cluded Foxwell Ltd’s non-compliance with 
licensing standards was ‘persistent and 
systematic’. 

Notification the licence was to be 
revoked was sent in March. The firm ini¬ 
tially lodged an appeal against the decision 
but this has now been withdrawn.

BUILDING of a controversial new 
supermarket is due to start in 
November with the store set to 
open its doors late next year. 

Budget chain Lidl was given permission 
for the new store on the Duckworth Trading 
Estate, in Stallings Lane, Kingswinford, 
earlier this year.

Businesses 
and councillors in the area said this was the 
timescale they had been given for the 


scheme, which is expected to create around 
40 jobs. 

Leader of the Dudley borough’s Conserva¬ 
tive group, and Kingswinford councillor, 
Patrick Harley said he was pleased to see. 
“My understanding is the plan is to open the 
new store towards the end of 2014 - cer¬ 
tainly in time for Christmas of that year,” he 
said. “I for one welcome this development. It 
will bring jobs and more trade into 
Kingswinford.” 

A worker from nearby Kingswinford Auto 
Services said he too had been told demoli¬ 
tion would start in November. 

The scheme proved controversial with 
bosses from the Mid-Counties Co-operative, 
which has a store in nearby High Street, 
hitting out at it.

Mirage turns out to be a delightful reality 


IMAGINE you are trekking across a 
desert and you’ve drunk the last of 
your water. Desperate to slake your 
thirst there in the distance is a shim¬ 
mering lifesaver- an oasis. 

Freshwater surrounded by palm tress. 
But get closer and it turns out to be yet 
another pile of sand, a mirage. 

Imagine your car has finally given up the 
ghost and you need to replace those wheels very 
quickly. You spot a car on a forecourt called a 
Mirage and from a distance it looks delightful, 
tempting you to go closer. As you approach it 
gets better and better and it doesn’t melt away 
into nothingness. 

When you open the door and climb inside the 
Mirage is exactly the opposite to the meaning of 
the word, an optical illusion which is unobtain¬ 
able. For this car from Mitsubishi is certainly 
no illusion and is certainly attainable with a 
price tag starting at £8,999. 

Well enough of all that flowery talk and let’s 
get down to the meat of this small car, a return 
to Mitsubishi’s roots of producing quality cars 
in this sector. It’s the car that replaced the Colt 
and is stylish and well equipped. On top of that 
it produces less than 100 grams of C02 which 
means it’s zero-rated for Vehicle Excise Duty 
and if you take it to London there’s no conges¬ 
tion charge. And you won’t be taking a bank 
loan to pay for fuel as you get between 65.7 and 
68.9mpg across the range, as I discovered. Too 
often those fuel claims are optimistic for 
normal use in day-to-day driving but not so 
here. 

The Mirage is powered by a new generation

This new good-looker from Mitsubishi takes over from the ever popular Colt 



of lightweight small petrol engines with two 
choices. A very low and frugal 1-litre on the 
Mirage 1, and the 1.2-litre, 3-cylinder engine 
that has a stop and go feature as standard, 
which I tested and thoroughly enjoyed. 

The 1-litre will give you 71ps and the 1.2- 
litre 80ps which was ample to get me about. A 
5-speed manual transmission is standard and 
there’s a CVT auto on the top specification 
vehicle. And that CVT is an excellent worker. 


The three trim levels of Mirage are designed 
to appeal to buyers on all manner of budgets 
and with all kinds of requirements. 

The entry-level 1.0-litre version of the car 
may be the base model but it’s still packed with 
a host of equipment. Included are front electric 
windows; side air dams; a tyre repair kit; 
AM/FM radio/CD with two speakers; a glove- 
box USB terminal and stability and traction 
control. Next in the range is Mirage 2 which 


comes with the 1.2 manual engine. This adds a 
host of extras, the main one of which is 
arguably Mitsubishi’s clever Auto Stop & Go 
system. There’s a seat height adjuster for the 
driver; rain-sensing wipers; privacy glass, 
autolights and bright interior door handles. 
Other features that are sure to appeal include 
air conditioning, a pollen filter, electricdoor 
mirrors and an outside temperature gauge. 

Mirage 3, available with either automatic or 


manual transmission, includes everything 
Mirage 2 has to offer plus front fog lamps, a 
leather steering wheel and gear knob and a 
keyless entry system with push-button start.

WAITING AND LOADING AND PARKING PLACES) 
ORDER NO 1 (AMENDMENT) NO. 23/20XX 

1. Staffordshire County Council propose to make Traffic Orders under 
Sections 1,2, 4, 32, 35, 45, 46, 47, 49, 53,124 (1)(d) of the Road Traffic 
Regulation Act 1984, and the Traffic Management Act 2004 which will: 

(a) prevent you from parking your vehicle at any time on the following 
length of road: 

Vicarage Drive, Kinver (both sides) - starting from a point 
10 metres from its junction with High Street for a distance of 
approximately 100 metres in a southerly direction. 

(b) revoke the existing disabled parking bay and replace with limited 
waiting on Monday to Saturday (inclusive) from 8am to 6pm for 
one hour with no return within 2 hours on: 

High Street, Kinver - outside property numbers 43 and 44. 

(c) revoke the existing prohibition of waiting and replace with limited 
waiting on Monday to Saturday (inclusive) from 8am to 6pm for 
one hour with no return within 2 hours on: 

High Street, Kinver - from outside property number 27 to a point 
approximately 6 metres in a north westerly direction. 

2. Exceptions will permit waiting for the purposes of taking up and setting 
down passengers; loading or unloading goods; for vehicles displaying a 
Disabled Person's Badge; and where necessary in connection with the 
maintenance of roads and the supply of gas, electricity, telephones, 
sewerage services and water and in the service of the Environment 
Agency; for emergency service vehicles; for vehicles being used for the 
provision of a universal postal service by a universal service provider; for 
buses waiting at an authorised bus stop; for vehicles being used for 
floods defence works or land drainage works; and for so long as is 
reasonably necessary in connection with any wedding or funeral. 

3. This Order will amend the Staffordshire County Council (South 
Staffordshire) (Prohibition and Restriction of Waiting and Loading and 
Parking Places) Order No 1. 

4. This Order will be called the Staffordshire County Council (South 
Staffordshire) (Prohibition and Restriction of Waiting and Loading and 
Parking Places) Order No 1 (Amendment) No. 23/20xx. 

5. This Order will amend the Plans marked AH 348 and AG 348 
incorporating waiting restrictions on those roads specified in Article No. 
1 above and which form part of the Staffordshire County Council 
(South Staffordshire) (Prohibition and Restriction of Waiting and 
Loading and Parking Places) Order No 1 and in substitution thereof. 

6. Full details of these proposals are in the draft Order which, together 
with a map showing the roads involved and a statement of the County 
Council's reasons for proposing to make the Order, may be examined 
during normal office hours at the office of the Deputy Chief Executive 
& Director for Place; and during normal opening hours at (Library or 
District Council, or additional places for deposit of documents) or via 
the internet at www.staffordshire.gov.uk/trafficregulationorders.

STOURBRIDGE’S Sam 
Eggington defends his Mid¬ 
lands welterweight title for 
the first time in Birming¬ 
ham on Sunday afternoon 
against Derby’s Dave Ryan. 

The former English title 
challenger and two-weight 
Midlands champion should 
present a test at the Tower 
Ballrooms in Edgbaston for 
the talented 19-year-old, 
who won the belt from 
Steven Pearce in May. 

Pearce, also from Stour¬ 
bridge, has been handed his 
shot at redemption after 
being paired with Stafford’s 
Rob Hunt for the British 
Masters welterweight 
crown. 

Pearce held the Midlands 
strap for nearly two months 
this year and engaged in two 
exciting scraps, first with 
Derby’s Luke Gallear and 
then with fellow Eggington, 
that saw him win and then 
lose that status and he 
hasn’t boxed since. 

Hunt also has experience 
of battling for a belt, having 
climbed back into title con¬ 
tention after losing to Ben 
Lawler for the same British 
Masters crown in 2010.

O'Hara is not in my plans, says Jackett

WOLVES boss Kenny Jackett has 
delivered another crushing snub to 
Jamie O’Hara. 

The £5m midfielder joined a 
mixed squad for one training session 
to make up the numbers while a 
behind-closed-doors friendly 
against Sheffield United was played, 
sparking speculation he was back in 
the fray. 

The stuttering Wolves midfield 
has come under fire at a time when 
David Davis was suspended for the 
visit of the Blades. 

Some fans have called for exiled 
O’Hara, who earns an estimated 
£20,000-a-week, to be recalled,

while others insist his time is up 
after falling out with supporters at 
the end of last season. 

Jackett suggested he hasn’t con¬ 
sidered a U-turn on the 26-year-old, 
who is the only one of the four trans¬ 
fer-listed players still at Molineux. 

“It’s not something I’ve thought 
about too much,” said Jackett. “He’s 
not in my plans up to now. 

“If the midfield needs a better 
balance, I’ll try to address it and use 
every option I have. 

“But my position hasn’t changed - 


my thinking at present isn’t to use 
Jamie.” 

Asked about the clamour in 
certain quarters for O’Hara, Jackett 
said: “Maybe it’s a reflection of the 
perception that the midfield hasn’t 
quite looked right. 

Clamour 

“But there was a clamour in the 
summer for younger players to get a 
chance and that was what was 
needed. 

“Making those changes doesn’t 
mean you’re going to be 100 per cent 
successful, but they needed to be 
implemented.” Meanwhile, Jackett 


revealed he discussed axing ‘the big 
four’ - O’Hara, Roger Johnson, Karl 
Henry and Stephen Ward - at his job 
interview, and that their wages were 
a consideration. 

“My feelings and thoughts were 
conveyed in my job interview and 
the early weeks of the season,” he 
said. “If you’re not getting value for 
money, that’s an added reason to 
turn players over. 

“There have been discussions in 
board meetings where I put my 
views on how I feel it best to rebuild 
the club. You have to be open- 
minded but in the end it’s best to do 
it your own way.”

BOSS Steve Clarke has 
demanded credit for 
Albion’s historic Old Traf- 
ford victory - and claimed 
the Baggies are changing 
their big-match mindset. 

The Hawthorns head 
coach urged pundits to 
praise his team instead of 
launching United post¬ 
mortems in the wake of 
Albion’s 2-1 win on Satur¬ 
day. 

He claimed the Baggies 
now believe they can upset 
the Premier League’s big 
boys on a regular basis after 
ending the club’s 35-year 
wait for an Old Trafford win. 

“I want to make sure that 
we get the credit we 
deserve,” said Clarke. 

“Sometimes when you go 
to the home of a big team 
and manage to get a good 
result against them, every¬ 
body talks about how bad 
they were. 

“But on Saturday we were 
excellent and everybody 
should concentrate on us. 

“We defended well, as we 
have all season, we were 
strong and solid. 

“Everybody did their 
work and the midfield were 
solid, had a good shape and 
passed the ball well.
